Seek Rev isio ns 
In Metho ds Of

Influentia l Gro up in Co ng ress 
Wa nts New Fo rmula to 
Apply to Relief 
Pro blem. 


Washington, Feb . 13 (ZP)—A 
highly influential group in con­ 
gress is hunting for a new form­ 
ula to apply to the relief prob lem. 
Both Democrats and Repub li­ 
cans are participating, and they 
lave several different ideas for 
changing the present form of the 
Work Progress administration. 
Discussion started b efore the 
recent row over how much mon­ 
ey should b e given WPA. That 
dispute and President Roosevelt’s 
new demand for the $150,000,000 
deleted b y congress gave fresh 
mpetus to the sea rch. 
I 
Thus far two definite plans 
have b een b rought out. One was 
produced b y Senator By rnes (D- 
SC) and his special committee 
after their investigation of un­ 
employ ment and relief. The oth­ 
er came from Representative 
Woodrum (D-Va), chairman of a 
house sub committee which han­ 
dles relief appropriations. 
The two ideas are pretty far 
apart, b ut they are b eing used 
as a b asis for compromise.. The 
By rnes plan would couple the 
work relief program to the So­ 
cial Security agency and put b oth 
of them into a new department 
of pub lic works. The Woodrum 
measure would trim the relief 
appropriation for the nex t y ear 
and b ring the states b ack into 
the administrative picture. 
Memb ers engaged in the search 
voice deep concern over the ex ­ 
tent of “politics on relief’ in the 
last campaign, as depicted b y the 
recent report of the senate cam­ 
paign investigating committee. 
Repub licans, for their part, b e­ 
gan the session in the house with 
a demand for a small appropria­ 
tion to carry on WPA work until 
a thorough revision of the agen­ 
cy ’s set-up could b e worked out.

Governor Townsend proposed to­ 
day to the Indiana General As­ 
semb ly a three-point fiscal pro­ 
gram which, he said, would make 
unnecessary any new tax es, per­ 
mit the state to meet all its fi­ 
nancial ob ligations for the nex t 
[jiennium and leave a treasury 
3alance in 1941. 
The governor’s special b udget 
message, unprecedented in re­ 
cent state history , was delivered 
bo a joint session of the house 
and senate after introduction in 
the house of the b udget b ill cati­ 
ng for ex penditures of $84,801,- 
18—an increase of more than 
J >3,500,OOO—for the fiscal y ears of 
9 39 -41 inclusive. 
Governor ^Townsend listed his 
hree proposals as follows: 
1. That the two-cent levy now 
allocated for the b uilding pro­ 
gram of the state educational in­ 
stitutions b e discontinued. This 
would divert approx imately $1,- 
132,000 to the state general fund 
n the nex t two y ears. 
2. That the State Teachers Re- 
irement fund b e placed partly 
on a pay -as-y ou-go b asis which, 
ie said, would stab ilize the fund, 
relieve the b iennial b udget of 
more than $500,000 and increase 
the security of participating 
teachers. The retirement fund 
evy is 2.4 cents of the 15 cent tax 
rate. Proposed reduction from 2.4 
bo one cent would divert approx i­ 
mately $1,064,000 to the general

The State Hig hway Commis­ 
sion will hav e ap p rox imately 
$3,76 5,000 less for constru ction 
work if the redistribu tion p lan 
p assed by the Hou se of Rep re­ 
sentativ es is enacted into law, T. 
A. Dicu s, chairman of the Com­ 
mission, rep orted today . 
The 
estimate is based on receip ts in 
19 39 eq u al to those of 19 38, ex ­ 
clu siv e of weig ht tax . 
Under the 19 37 law, all receip ts 
from g asoline tax , license fees, 
weig ht tax and similar charg es 
p aid by motorists, g oes into the 
Motor Vehicle Fu nd Accou nt 
after collection charg es are p aid. 
In 19 38 . this fu nd amou nted to 
ap p rox imately $31,740,000. From 
this amou nt, $2,000,000 was re­ 
tu rned to cities and towns; $1,- 
250.000 went into the state g en­ 
eral fu nd, and ap p rox imately 
$800,000 went to the state police, 
and the balance was div ided be­ 
tween the state hig hway sy s­ 
tem and the cou nties. The state 
hig hway sy stem receiv ed two- 
thirds or $18,46 0,000 and the 
cou nties receiv ed one-third or 
ap p rox imately $9 ,230,000. 
For 19 39 , p rov iding g asoline 
tax , 
license 
fees 
and 
other 
sou rces of rev enu e ex cep t the 
weig ht tax , are eq u al to the 
19 38 receip ts; the amou nt in the 
Motor Vehicle 
Fu nd Accou nt 
wou ld be $30,6 40,000. This does 
not anticip ate any rev enu e from 
the weig ht tax , rep eal of which 
is now before the General As­ 
sembly . 
Under the terms of Hou se Bill 
103, this fu nd of $30,6 40,000 
wou ld be increased $1,250,000 by 
eliminating the transfer of this 
amou nt to the state g eneral 
fu nd, mak ing a total of $31,89 0,- 
000 for distribu tion. The bill p ro­ 
v ides that $2,500,000 g o to the 
cities and th at the balance be 
div ided eq u ally between the state 
hig hway sy stem and the cou n­ 
ties. On the basis of the esti­ 
mate, this wou ld p rov ide $29 ,- 
39 0.000 for div ision, of which the 
state hig hway sy stem wou ld re­ 
ceiv e $14,6 9 5,000 or ap p rox imate­ 
ly $3,76 5,000 less than for 19 38. 
Maintenance and similar op ­ 
erating ex p enses tak e u p ap ­ 
p rox imately $8,6 00,000 a y ear, 
and with this amou nt dedu cted, 
a total of abou t $6 ,09 5,000 wou ld 
be av ailable for all constru c­ 
tion. Indiana now has av ailable 
for constru ction work , $2,789 ,800 
in federal fu nds bu t these mu st 
be matched by an eq u al amou nt 
of state money . If these federal 
fu nds are tak en u p , a balance of 
abou t $3,000,000 wou ld remain 
for constru ction and imp rov e­ 
ment work on state hig hway s 
not inclu ded in the federal-aid 
sy stem.

The deg ree of 
the dip p robably can be accou nt­ 
ed for by the p ostp onement of 
the winter slu mp. Emp loy ment 
and p ay roll adv ances in Indiana 
du ring Nov ember and December 
were contra-seasonal or g reater 
than seasonal in most indu stries. 
Decreases were so u niformly 
distribu ted throu g h the indu s­ 
tries stu died th at the Employ ­ 
ment Serv ice, which condu cts 
the monthly su rv ey in coop era­ 
tion with the U. S. Bu reau of La­ 
bor 
Statistics, 
ex p ects

Janu ary

which will inclu de 'abou t 9 00 ad­ 
ditional rep orts. 
Greater tfian seasonal decreas­ 
es were ex p erienced in Indiana 
factory emp loy ment and p ay 
rolls from mid-December to mid- 
Janu ary . Rep orts from 827 m an­ 
u factu ring p lants showed em­ 
p loy ment of 9 3,333 wag e earners 
in mid-Janu ary was 3.9 p er cent 
less than the nu mber employ ed 
by these p lants in mid-Decem­ 
ber. (The normal decrease indi­ 
cated for this p eriod in seasonal 
index es of Indiana m anu factu r­ 
ing emp loy ment is 0.9 p er cent.) 
Week ly p ay rolls decreased 5.1 
p er cent. 
A normal decline in retail ac­ 
tiv ity following the Christmas 
ru sh was larg ely resp onsible for 
decreases of 7.6 p er cent in em­ 
p loy ment and 5.1 p er cent in p ay 
rolls when 1,212 non-manu fac­ 
tu ring rep orts for mid-Janu ary 
were comp ared with rep orts for 
mid-December. This su rv ey in­ 
clu ded 33,443 wag e earners em­ 
ploy ed in Janu ary . Among the 
eig ht g rou p s of non-manu fac­ 
tu ring indu stries stu died, only 
coal mining showed increased 
activ ity with g ains of 1.8 p er cent 
in emp loy ment and 5.3 p er cent 
in p ay rolls.

The p reliminary index of fac­

The fu neral cou ch was of red 
v elv et. The body was dressed in 
rich red sou tane with the lacy 
edg e of a p tote robe showing be­ 
neath. The feet were red-slip ­ 
p ered and a cloth of g old nitre 
was the head dress. 
Tomorrow at 4 p. rn. the body 
of the p ontiff will be tak en from 
the op en bier, p laced in a trip le 
coffin and entombed in a cry p t 
of the g reat Basilica where Piu s 
will lie among scores of p ast 
popes, k ing s and p relates. 
The first coffin is of cy p ru s 
with a g reat cross of walnu t on 
its lid, the second of lead and the 
third of oak . At the feet of the 
p ontiff will be p laced a brass 
tu be containing a scrip t of the 
eu log y recited at the bu rial cere- 
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mony and medals in g old, silv er 
and bronze coined du ring his 
p ontificate. ^ 
Cardinals, bishop s, the p ap al 
hou sehold and dip lomats will be 
p resent at the ceremony in which 
the body will be p laced in the 
first coffin which in tu rn will be 
fitted into the second and thence 
into the third. 
Amid the elaborate m anifesta­ 
tions of sorrow, the colleg e of 
Cardinals met. 
Achille Cardinal Lienart ar­ 
riv ed from France and Michael 
Cardinal v on Fau lhaber from 
Germany Su nday . Most of the 
Italian Cardinals were here, and 
others, inclu ding the American 
p relates, were en rou te. 
Upon the arriv al of the Amer­ 
icans dep ended the start of the 
election conclav e which Vatican 
p relates said cou ld be not earlier 
than Feb. 26 or later than March 
I.
